But it is ab- 
surd to assume that anybody in 
Downing Street believes thae the visit 
will alter American policy.

ing the past few days are represented 
in a six feet length of pipe that, pro- 
trudes from a wooden plug in the 
cement covering of the newly-drilled 
well, and from which the steady roar 
of burning escaping natural gas can 
be plainly heard, 

For a week the blue flame at the 
top of the. pipe has been steadily 
burning. The well, situated a few feet 
from the, school, yard fence that se- 
parates the yard from the Belleville- 
Picton highway has been sunk approx- 
imately forty-five feet. A large quan- 
tity of oily silt encountered when the 
drill reached forty foot level lies near 
the top of the well. 

No rock was encountered by the 
drillers, a nearby farmer stated, in 
their efforts to locate water. Forty 
feet below the surface, the heavy hard 
steel bit suddenly drove downward at 
a fast rate of speed as it bit into the 
soft, sand-like silt. A minute later, 
the familiar fumes of natural gas 
broke through, forcing its way in the 
van of heavy underground pressure to 
the surface through the narrow ap- 
erture of the drill hole. 

' ‘The well top was speedily covered 
with a heavy cement top. In the large 
hole originally intended to house the 
pump and its accompanyinng pipe 4 
large heavy wooden plug was placed. 
A six feet half inch pipe was inserted 
through which the gas roared in a 
steady blast. The gas was ignited. A 
small bluish flame shot in the air. 
The well has been burning steadily 
ever since. That was over a week ago.

A. Maclaren, B.S.A.,. Director of 
Farm Training under the Dominion 
Provincial Youth Training, has avail- 
able some 20 specially picked youths, | 
who although they have had no farm 
experience are anxious to work on 
Ontario farms.

On Tuesday Norfolk County became 
the first municipality in Ontario to

on borrowed money. is 


At the session on Tuesday afternoon 
the County Council passed a by-law 
authorizing the borrowing, by means 
of five-year debentures, of $170,000. 
for financing. The debentures are ex- 
pected to bear interest of two per 
cent., compared with four and a half 
per cent; rate that the county has 
been paying on loans. 

It is estimated that the’ reduction 
in Norfolk will amount to about $3,- 
500 on the county’s approximate 
$8,000 interest charges on annual bor- 


rowings. |.

KING AND QUEEN 
~~ “MAY USE ROOM 


When King George and Queen Eliz- 
abeth go to Washington His Majesty 
may occupy a room of the White 
House that served as the bedroom of 
King Edward VII more than 75 years 
ago. 

Location of rooms assigned to the 
Royal Party is not being made public 
at the request of the Secret Service. 
However, persons familiar\with the 
official residence of the United States 
President consider, it probable the so- 
called Royal suite will be just that 
June 8th and 9th. 

The room came) by its. regal name, 
after it had been used by Edward. 
It was at the end of his journey to 
Canada in 1860 that the then Prince 
of Wales, travelling as Lord Renfrew, 
occupied the room. It is one of the 
White House's most famous rooms. 

Among other historic rooms that 
will be at the disposal of the King 
and Queen and their party are the 
Lincoln bedroom, Lincoln study and 
Monroe room. 

The Lincoln bedroom ‘contains all 
the furniture known to have been used 
by the great emancipator and Mrs. 
Lincoln while they were in the White 
House. The feature of the room is the 
famous Lincoln bed, nine feet long, 
heavily carved and with an enormous 
headboard. It may be that Sir Ar- 
thur Erskine, equerry and tallest man 
of the King’s household, will be given 
this bed to ensure his comfort. 

One of the rooms which may be 
used by Queen Elizabeth is the Lin- 
coln study in which the emancipation 
proclamation abolishing slavery, was 
signed. When Mrs. Roosevelt moved 
in with her large family the Lincoln 
study again became an enormous bed- 
room, The young Roosevelts complain- 
ed about the uncomfortable furnishing 
of all the WhitdfHouse beds so new 
mattresses and springs have been in- 
stalled, especially for the Royal visit.

Many believe that in a general Eu- 
ropean war a major objective of any 
power attacking. Britain would be to 
‘cripple the country by intensive 
bombing raids. The seat of Govern- 
ment, ports, railway centres, naval 
bases, military ‘centres and arms 
plants. would be the main targets of 
such an attempt to immobilize the na- 
tion's life. ny . 

_ Many persons believe no Continen- 
tal nation has economic resources suf- 
ficient for a long war, and that any 
aggressor would rely on swift attack. 

Since Britains was attacked in the 
Great War developments of aviation 
have changed both\theory and prac- 
tice of aerial warfare. 

Then, because of limited flying 
range, most German bombers were 
forced to enter Britain over the south- 
east counties of Essex and Kent, 
which were only 80 miles from Ger- 
man air bases in Belgium. 

By concentrating anti-aircraft guns 
around London and in Essex and 
Kent, Britain was able to protect the 
‘whole western and northern areas of 
the island.

“George VI, by his great charm and 
sincere interest in doing his “King 
job” well, has already won & warm 


there ever was a King named George 
Ill,’ said William Randolph Hearst's 
Daily Mirror in an editorial Friday. 

“History will record that at 10.30 


1939, an English King named" George 
crossed into American soil from the 
British Dominion of Canada,” said 
the Mirror. “And perhaps historians 
will say that no single. sov 
done any thing so important to the 
history of the British Empire since 
another King George — the third, he 
was—stubbornly crossed swords with 
American colonists more than a cen- 
tury and a half ago.

‘MASS SLAYER : 
IS GUILLCT!NED_ 


Eugene Weidmann, 31 year old 
mass murderer, falteringly went to his 
death at Versailles, France Saturday 
morning. 

The man who killed the young Am- 
erican dancer, Jean de Koven, and 
five others suddenly rebelled at death 
with his head on the bldck and tried 
to withdraw. oR 

Weidmann, who a decade ago work- 
ed as a farmhand in. Saskatchewan, 
had expressed a desire to die as 
quickly as possible. In his cell before 
dawn he calmly wrote eight letters, 
one to Miss Ida Sackheim, of Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., an aunt of Miss de Koven. 
She accompanied the dancer to the 
Paris Exposition in 1937, Weidmann 
lured the girl to his villa where he 
first robbea her, then murdered her 
and buried the body. 

As Weidmann was hurried. to the 

guillotine he caught a glimpse of the’ 
white-faced throng staring at him and, 
the black-cloaked executioner. “Uncle’ 
Leopold” Desfourneaux. The execution 
took thirty seconds—ten seconds long- 
er than “Uncle Leopold’s” tutor, the 
late Anatole Debler, regularly requir- 
ed. 
Weidmann refused the cigarette, 
traditionally offered a condemned per- 
son just before execution, but drank a 
cup of rum. He had led a “murder for 
profit’ ring operating from a subur- 
ban St. Cloud villa. His accomplice, 
Roger Million, received & commuta- 
tion to life imprisonment from Pre- 
sident Albert Lebrun. 

Weidmann-was deported from Can- 
ada in 1930 after serving jail terms 
for theft and forgery.
